Col. S. H. Finley had made an esti­ 
mate of the overhead expense of main­ 
taining the roads under the present 
system. 
From figures ascertained by 
Investigation of road expense record» 
of the past year, Finley gave the over­ 
head expense for the year at approxi­ 
mately fib ,OOO. 
He believed that pos­ 
sibly expert supervision could be had 
at about the same cost. 
Wallace Gives Estimate 
L. H. Wallace, basing an estimate 
on the probable requirements 
of 
a 
road department, said it would cont 
the county $12,vu0 above the estimate 
given by Col. Finley, as the items of 
expense covered in Finley’s estimate 
would not be eliminated by the insti­ 
tution of the department, making a 
total charge for overhead 
expenses 
under the department of 327,000, as 
against 915,000 under the present sys­ 
tem of supervision by ihe supervisors. 
Supervisor T. B. Talbert was the 
first s pee leer for Greeley's motion, 
that the resolution t>r adopted. 
He 
thought that care should be exercised 
in creating a department where there 
would be continued 
additional 
ex­ 
pense, and that a definite plan of op­ 
eration should be outlined before any 
definite action was taken. 
J. P. Greeley s&io that the advocates 
of the change in the system ^ hand­ 
ling the roads had no set plan. 
He 
believed that a competent engineer or 
road man could be employed for 3200 
per month. 
By placing the entire 
system in the hands of a department, 
road funds of the county could be used 
to better advantage, and that the ex­ 
cuse for bad roads in different road 
districts, that there was no money in 
the district fund to make needed im­ 
provements, would not prevail under 
such a system. Funds from the richer 
districts could be applied in the poor­ 
er districts, the latter belug districts 
where the assessed valuation is not 
sufficient to raise the amount of mon­ 
ey needed to keep up the roads. 
Defends Present System 
Supervisor Leek defended the pres­ 
ent system. 
"We claim that we now 
have some of the best practical road 
men in the road service of the county 
that are to be had anywhere. 
In go­ 
ing to a department head, we might 
be able to secure a good engineer, but 
a poor road man, or a good road man 
and a poor engineer, 
The man with 
both qualifications would be hard to 
And and a man with 
sucn 
qualiflcar 
tions would demand a high salary. 
Mayor Blagge of Seal Beach thought 
that the roads should be taken out of 
politic». 
"If the 
proposed 
change 
would take road building out of poli­ 
tics or if it would eliminate sectional 
or factional Jealousies, we could do 
no better than to support such a plan. 
The further we take our roads from 
the realm of politics the better off 
we will be.’’ 
He suggested that the matter was 
of such importance as

earnest and serious investigation and 
suggested that it be referred 
to

committee to investigate. 
Leek:

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HOW TO SELECT FOODS 


Household Grouping of Food» to Effect Economy and Insure Proper Diet— 
Uncle Sam’s Food Specialists Urge Every Housekeeper to Think of 
the Food She Serves in Fire Simple Groups— Foods Within a Group 
Are Interchangeable, But Cannot Be Substituted Safely For Foods 
From Other Groups. 


WASHINGTON, March 28—If the 
housewife will group the various foods 
in her pantry, vegetable bins. and re­ 
frigerator into five simple groups and 
■will see that foods from each of the 
groups appear in each day’s meals, 
she can feel sure that she is giving 
her family the eight different sub­ 
stances which the body needs for 
well-being. 
This grouping will help 
the housekeeper who wishes to Bave 
money or time to simplify her meal 
without making them one-sided or in­ 
complete. 
Tt will enable her to de­ 
termine whether the meals supply all 
the different materials needed and 
will prevent substituting one food for 
another which has an entirely differ­ 
ent use. 
To help the housewife group foods 
in a simple and effective way. the nu­ 
trition specialists of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture have published 
the following suggestive grouping in 
Farmers’ Bulletin 808, on how to se­ 
lect foods. 
Group 1—Fruits and Vegetables 
Without these the food would be 
lacking in mineral substances needed 
for building the body and keeping it 
in good working condition; in acids 
which give flavor, prevent constipa­ 
tion, and serve other useful purjtoses; 
and in minute quantities of other sub­ 
stances needed for health. By giving 
hulk to the diet they make it more 
satisfying to the appetite. 
Foods d» pended on for mineral mat­ 
ters, vegetable acids, and body-regu­ 
lating substances, 
Fruits—Apples, pears, etc., bananas.

Milk. skim milk. cheese, etc., poul­ 
try, eggs, meat. fish, dried peas. cow­ 
peas. etc., nuts. 
Group 3—Foods Rich in Starch 
Cereals (wheat, rice. rye, barley, 
oats, and corn) and potatoes (white 
and sweet). 
Cereals come near to 
being complete foods, and in most 
diets they supply more of the nour­ 
ishment than any other kind of food. 
It is not safe. however, lo live only 
on cereals. 
Foods depended on for starch. 
Cereal grains, meal. flours, etc., ce­ 
real breakfast foods, bread, crackers, 
macaroni oncl other pastes, cakes, 
cookies, starchy puddings, etc., pota­ 
toes annd other starchy vegetables. 
Group 4— Sugar 
Unless some of the fuel is,in this 
form the diet is likely to be lacking 
in flavor. 
Foods depended on for sugar. 
Sugar, syrups, molasses, honey, can­ 
dies, sweet cakes and desserts, fruits 
preserved in sugar, jellies, and dried 
fruits. 
Group 5—Foods Very Rich in Fat 
These

important 
sources of 
body fuel. 
Without a little of them 
food would not he rich enough to 
taste good. 
Foods depended on for fat. 
Butter and cream, lard, suet, and 
other coo kick fats, salt pork and ba­ 
con, table and salad oils.

anteed $1800 for giving the course, 
that $1800 to 
be

entirely 
through the sale of season tickets, or 
of taking over the Chautauqua and 
making it m ore closely a Santa Ana 
business, the profits to be part of a 
perm anent Chautauqua fund. 
One of the Im portant features of 
yesterday's m eeting was the assurance 
that W illiam Jennings Bryan, former 
secretary of state, would speak in 
Santa Ana during the Chautauqua. He 
is dated to appear here on the after­ 
noon of W ednesday, May 2. 
Organization 
for the Chautauqua 
campaign was m ade yesterday during 
the visit of W. E. Welch, advance man 
for the Chautauqua. 
He gave an out­ 
line of the program for the week, 
starting April 26. 
He declared it to 
be the m ost expensive program ever 
put upon a Chautauqua circuit, and 
us he entered into an explanation of 
its various features the conviction set­ 
tled upon the guarantors th at it was 
a program that could not fail to be 
a splendid success in Hants Ana.
